Concerning the above notes, it should be noted 
that pencilled notations on the face of 3evei’al indicated 
they were written by Europeans, due to the style of 
writing numerals.

As recipient offices are aware, the above 
recovery is the first instance where a definite pattern of 
serialization has not emerged in San Francisco FR District money.

Solo is the code name for the operation involving our 
informants, CG 5824-S* and NY 694-S*, as the liaison representatives 
between the Communist Party (CP). USA, and top-level leaders of 
the CP of the Soviet Union (CPSU), Iron Curtain countries and 
Red China. 

CG 5824-S*, at the instructions of Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, CP, USA, went abroad 7/9/60 in connection with Solo 
mission Number six and returned to the United States on 7/31/60. 

While abroad, informant contacted important functionaries of the 
CPSU in Moscow, Russia, and contacted Czechoslovakian CP members 
in Prague.

A complete analysis of the material obtained'on this- 
Solo mission was made at the Bureau and it was de.termine<t*rthat 
the information secured was outstanding. These data, oh a selective 
basis, were disseminated with the Director's approval to/high- 
ranking officials and agencies of our Government: the White House, 
the Vice President, the Secretary of State, the Director of Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Attorney General and the intelligence 
agencies of the Armed Forces. Some of this information will no 
doubt be of special significance to the State Department and will 
assist it in shaping its national security policies. The informa¬ 
tion obtained concerning Latin-American countries is timely in 
view of the current Organization of American States meetings in 
Costa Rica. The current ideological dispute between the CPSU and 
the CP of China will not only help our Government formulate policies, 
but may give the Bureau an opportunity to disrupt CP,• USA, activities

It is to be observed that subsequent to Solo missions 
one and three CG 5824-S* was given a personal letter from the 
Director and a bonus payment of $1,000. There is no question 
but that Solo mission Number six developed very important 
information and that the informant endangered his life in under¬ 
taking this mission. CG 5824-S* is presently in Cuba on the 
seventh Solo mission and is expected to return to the 
United States shortly. He is part of a CP, USA, delegation to 
the Cuban CP Congress and the Conference of Latin-American CPs 
which Conference immediately follows the Congress. 

Despite exhaustion from the rigors of the sixth Solo 
trip, which terminated 7/31/60, and an extremely heavy schedule 
in New York, including the briefings of Gus Hall, Eugene Dennis 
and William Z. Foster, CP, USA, functionaries, a three-day 
meeting of the National Executive Committee and a hurried and 
necessary trip to Toronto, Canada, to brief Tim Buck, Canadian 
CP leader, CG 5824-S# left for Havana, Cuba, on the seventh Solo 
trip 12 days after he arrived in New York City from the sixth 
Solo mission. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. That CG 5824-S* be afforded a bonus payment in 
the amount of $1,000. It is believed that informant certainly 
merits recognition for his outstanding services in this operation 
above and beyond his usual remuneration. 


2. That a personal letter of commendation over the 
Director's signature be directed to CG 5824-$#. This letter will 
be delivered to informant by the SAC, Chicago, for perusal and 
then immediately returned to the Chicago Office and retained in 
the safe. Chicago pointed out that because of the informant’s 
exhaustion from the rigors of the sixth Solo mission and his heavy 
schedule of activities since then, he should be urged to take a 
vacation and be with his son and grandchild.

CG 5824-S* left New York City 8/11/60 to attend, as a 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), delegate, the Eighth National Assembly « 
of the Partido Socialista Popular (PSP), CP of Cuba, scheduled to JJ 
convene in Havana, Cuba, 8/16/60. Informant returned to the 
United States from this seventh Solo mission on 8/25/60. 

r .«■ My memorandum 8/27/60 set forth the highlights of the 

seyenth-jSolo trip,. Chicago airtel 8/30/60 contains a resume of V 
the report of Bias Roca, General Secretary, PSP, which took him 11 
hours do deliver*.to the Eighth National Assembly on 8/16-17/60. 

Roca described and traced the activities of the PSP from February, 

1 1952, r tb the present [time. Following are some of the main points 
Roca touched op in-his “'speech: 

"*~ J 1. Thei-aim of the Cuban revolution is to achieve economic 

independence forrCuba and to subordinate U.S. monopolies to the Cuban 
will for the national development and advance of. the revolution. 

2. The revolution is sustained by all the working people, 
peasants and national bourgeoisie. The counterrevolutionists cannot 
do very much with the internal forces but they do have the support 
\ of U.S. imperialism. Cuba has the majority support of the peoples 
I of Latin America, Asia and the socialist world. 

3. The new regime of Fidel Castro has established relations 
with the socialist countries. "We" are free under Fidel despite the 
continued threat of imperialism. "We 1 ’ have no written pacts because 
"we” are all integrated in the rebel army (Fidel’s army) and because 
the revolutionary government is carrying through the demands of the 
masses—no other guarantees are necessary. 

* 4. Bias Roca admitted to a great mistake. He said "we” 

1 did not prepare sufficiently for the armed struggle. Fidel did 
I prepare his people. Roca commented that the measures used by the new 
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regime have opened the road to revolutionary change. Now "we" 
are searching still for more adequate forms to advance the 
revolution. A new Cuban state is being organized to guarantee 
the realization of the Cuban revolution. 

5. Cuba has a problem because of a lack of skilled 
technicians and revolutionary zeal. The socialist countries, 
however, will give Cuba some urgent help in this sphere. Cuba 
•will have to accelerate its training of Cuban technicians on a 
national scale and the PSP should work on this project as an urgent 
task. 


6. The U.S. has refused Cuba arms for defense. The 
Soviet Union sells Cuba anything it wants to buy. U.S. economic 
aggression was frustrated, thanks to the solidarity of the 

Soviet Union and the entire socialist camp. The Soviet Union saved 
our people, saved Cuba and perhaps avoided a bloody war, Roca said. 
Because of the help of the Soviet Union, "we" are able to hold on 
to the revolutionary gains. 

7. One-fourth of all the sugar produced by Cuba is now 
purchased by the Soviet Union and Red China. This amount, Roca 

j said, will increase. "Re" will receive entire factories from the 
I Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia. 

8. Sympathy for the Cuban revolution is growing in all 
Latin-American countries and in other countries throughout the world. 
Roca did not deviate from the international communist line when he 
advocated peaceful coexistence, end overseas military bases including 

, the U.S.. naval base at Guantanamo Bay and reduction in armaments.

9. The PSP is a Marxist-Leninist organization and is 

one of the organizers of the Cuban revolution. It works with other 
revolutionary organizations: the July 26 Movement arid the March 13 
Directorate.

10. The PSP member .should be more disciplined, more 
organized, must be- a member in the defense, of the revolution, must 
master the use of arms, spread. Marxism-Leninism and the aims of 
f Fidel Castro and must get into other organizations and work there.

1 11. Revolutionary-propaganda must be organized. "Re" need 
to add to the militia, to teach it how to use arms more efficiently 
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and how to mobilize more quickly. All Party members, the youth, 
men.'.and women should be in the militia.

CG 5824-S* advised that he. took, $275; from CP, USA, 
funds for expenses for the seventh 50L0 trip to Cuba. However, 
he. was again traveling under an assumed name and the Partido 
-, Spcialista Popular (PSP)-, the CP of Cuba, counseled that he ’ 5 
should stay at a hotel other than the hotel Commodore in Havana. 
- Thus, he had to pay a hotel bill while other delegates were 
, housed by the PSP at the Hotel Commodore, Whether or riot 
• this security precaution was necessary might be subject to 
debate but becomes a moot question sinc,e the only identification 
he had with him in New York City pripr to the trip to Cuba 
wa.s that for the assumed name. 

In addition to the hotel room in Havana from

of Cuba, This area surrounds Havana, 


Tho first stop was a visi t to the PSP H eadquarters 
of the Marvmont District . Tho second stop was some 30 
to 40 kilometors away and was at tho headquarters of the 
July 26th Movement .in a small town, "

The school is located on the estate of""a~former chief of 
police. 

A captain of the militia, who later was present 
at the 8th National Assembly of the PSP; is responsible 
for this school where pol itical _an d jaili tary tra lning-is 
given . He showed the delegates around the school. The 
'students are In their early teens . They sloop on canvas, 
cots and every inch of space is occupied. The verandas 
are utilized for classes. The studonts are also given 
training in the operation of fans equipment. The captain 
talked of the need for the study of Marxism- Leninism and 
political econom y. He said that one cannot be a foreman 
or a good leader in anything if he is not. trained 
ideologically^as w ell a s in part icular skills . 

Next the fraternal delegates travelled in rain 
and mud for a couple bf hours to a farm cooperative. It 
was learned on this trip that the names of towns and. 
villages in Cuba have been changed to the names of herqjs 
,of the revolution. The farm cooperative was still in 
District or Area 7. Since the tour was running late, only 
a few people were at the farm to greet the fraternal 
delegates. The chairman of the cooperative apologized 
and asked the delegates to wait. Tt did not take long 
to pack a, hall on the farm. 
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Tho chairman of the farm cooperative explained 
that this had been a largo estate. He said that before 
tho revolution, the income for an employee on the farm 
was 450 ~pcsos a year. This has been doubled. Women 
did not work on the farm before the revolution but they 
do now.

A meeting at this farp cooperative turned into 
a free-for-all debate which loft ovoryono coKfusod as to ^ 
what tho aims of tho cooperative are.

It was later noticed that there were criticisms 
of the National Institute for Agrarian Reform (INRA) at 
tho 8th National Assembly.

Informant will use the cash award as a 
gift to his son who is purchasing-,a home in California. 

In regard to the'letter, CG 5824-S* made one request. He 
desires that his son be afforded an opportunity to read the letter at 
the time the informant is visiting him in California this month. 

Other than the informant's brother, NY 694rS*, his son is the only 
person who knows of his relationship with the FBI. CG S824-S* stated 
that it is often difficult to leave his family for long periods of 
time without being able to explain to them the necessity for trips 
out of the country and the inability to communicate with them during 
these-rtrips.

, , ^Ifith^^AZAEO^PENA acting as the chairman of the 
sessipfl’^ BLA SKRO cA, Qenofal~Secrotary of tho PSP, began 
his main"rej^rt !t Tcr'the 8th National Assembly of tho PSP 
on Tuesday ■, August 16, 1960, The report was. tape recorded, 
ROCA warned that ho would speak for 11 hours but said that 
he had to do it. The following is a rough summary 
translation of his report. 

In February, 1952, wo went underground just 
before the BATISTA coup. We then held our Congress under 
quite different conditions. Cuba, at that time, was 
under complete submission to imperialism and its tyrant, 

I BATISTA. Now we are free under FIDEL despite the continued 
/ threat of imperialism. We will not go into details of 
this entire period. I will present the line to guide 
our revolution in the coming period. 

* 'l /•- - 

At the last Congress or Assembly wo just adopted 
a few resolutions. We urged the people to vote for the- 
Orthodox Party but when March 10 camo around, they would 
not lot us vote and the crises developed. Our party stood 
alone in condemning the camp of BATISTA. This was a 
hard and rough period. Fascist gangsterism was rampant 
over the country, murdering dissidonts and revolutionaries 
with impunity. Thoy closed down our press. They made At 
impossible for us to use any media of communication, no 
radioj etc. 


Uany people were confusod about tho March 10 
(BATISTA) coup. Tho reason for this was that tho prior 
regime was corrupt and not much good. But our Party’s 
line did roach some people. We warned that tho trade 
unions would be dominated by. BATISTA and would be fascist 
controlled. Some people were confused becauso they 
remembered that between 1938 and 1946 1 we did have 
some unitod fronts with BATISTA. But during this united 
front, to be exact in September, 1939, at the Congress 
of the Confederation of Cuban Trade Unions (CTC), we 
insisted and did get a democratic constitution in the 
trade union confederation and generally got democratic 
liberties written into tho Constitution for the country. 


/<H> - <4 *-?(> <}/- 
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Becauco of C years of bad, corrupt and crooked 
government, soao pooplo lookod to BATI8TA thinking wo 
would have a rcpotition of tho poriod botwcon 1939 and 
1940, Eowovor, tho P3P denounced tho BATISTA camp. Wo 
aaid that our .first task is to got rid of imperialism; 
secondly to adopt sono social measures that would bolp 
tho pooplo. 


This tino BATISTA took over in a reactionary ora. 
Remember tho international situation. Keep in mind that 
thi 3 was tho poriod of the Cold War, Many people in labor 
wero confusod bocauso of tho economic prospority which 
prevailed and was a result of World War II and tho 
Korean War. Profits accruod in certain classos with tho 
peoplo gotting a littlo part of thorn. 

Like all coups, thoro was violence and banditry. 
Inporialism not only countenancing it but oomotimos initiating 
it. 


Wo wore suppressed and oppressed and wont through 
a horrible torror, Tho pOoplo oufforod from incroaood 
taxation. Tho BATISTA gangsters moved into tho economy 
and into tho trade union movement and in all of those 
things, they wore guided b 7 tho hand of tho United States. 
Cuba was forced to chango its diplomatic policioc and 
break relations with the Soviet Union. The BATISTA 
dictatorship joined the Cold War with anti-Communicn 
inscribed upon its banner. Other parties submitted, 
hoping to win tho good will of Washington. 

As far as our Party was concerned, none of thoso 
measures worked, Tho PSP said, wo cannot tolorato such 
a Government, Cow-towing to Washington and thoso noasuros 
of submitting to Washington will not looson the grip of tho 
BATISTA tyranny or dictatorship. 

Uo3t of tho leaders of Cuba and tho other parties 
took an anti-Conmunist position. They wore also guided by 
what they called geographic fatalism in formulating policies. 
All promised subordination to tho United 3tatos, Tho 
BATISTA government was an illegal government. In July, 

1953, this illogal government formally illcgalincd our 
Party. Tho illegality phaso was tough for our Party. But 
wo did not suffer any groat losses. Wo saw this coming 
and wo woro preparod for Illegality. Dcspito tho tutelage 
of tho FBI, tho BATISTA regime could not provont tho cscapo 
l of our leaders and only two woro caught. 
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Wo continued our work and our newspaper did not 
Jniss a single issue. Our illegal apparatus did somo good 
I work despite the groat difficulties. The work was good 
from top to bottom but not, of course, without sacrifices, 
Hany communists woro nurdored. A few capitulated but most 
were horoic. At the same tine wo took advantage of 
every logal possibility. Wo used legal possibilities to 
proposo changes in the elections laws and to make temporary 
agreements with various groups opposed to the BATISTA 
regime. We exposed and fought tho fako oloctions riggod 
by BATISTA, We kept violence in abeyance but wo pointed 
to the uso of force, violenco and even murder as used by tho 
tyranny of BATISTA. We raised snail demands. Wo would 
ovon organize snail meetings and mobilize groups of 
people, especially students and other groups who woro 
suppressed by BATISTA. In this way, wo won the sympathy 
of tho peoplo as tho only genuine fighters for liberty. 

From time to tine, wo even found ways in tho CTC,on the 
basis of the needs and demands of the people, toblock 
reaction and imperialism, 

VI;:l'.l',1, 

When tho workers would go on strike, as in 1055, 
the poople would follow and be encouragod. In 1955, during 
tho sugar cane strike, tho workors got their demands in 
24 hours. Even BATISTA’s trade union loaders woro 
compelled to go along. At tho same time, tho workers 
encouraged tho people to raise demands against the Tyranny 
of BATISTA. 

In 1957, there were tt series of political strikes. 
This was the tino when such horoic fighters as FRAirK PAIS 
(phonetic) and RAUL PAJOL (pbonotic) were nurdored. In 
Oriento Province, the peasants were in a state of discontent 
and many people in the country wero dissatisfied with tho 
concessions of tho BATISTA government made to tho King 
Ranch interests. This period of oppression and strugglo 
educated tho peoplo so they saw tho need for dooper social 
and economic changes. Tho general strike of 1957 failed. 
Maybe it is better that it did, 

(Parenthetically speaking, what follows refers 
to the only major point of debate at this 8th National 
Assemblyi Apparently it has had repercussions outside tho 
Communist ranks in Cuba). 
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It nay be necc33ary for us to engage in some 
self criticism. Wo would havo to bo self critical and adnit 
(as a groat nistako that wo did not prepare sufficiently for 
'the arced Struggle. FIDEL did preparo his people. FIDEL 
did not believe in spontanoity and organized his guorilla 
band. When FIDEL landed wo wrote a letter to hin, offering 
to join. Wo also asked other organizations to join in the 
armed struggle. 

The armed struggle taught us that wo can win, 
even against imperialism, We stressed tho unity of all 
forces, workers, peasants and working classes. Wo 
continued to stress this. Tho enemy uses all methods 
to divide. Thoy resort to racial tension, anti-Connunism 
and anti-Sovietism. 

A vote for RAUL ST. MARTIN (phonotic) was used 
as a no. vote against BATISTA. Thon BATISTA had to resort 
to illegal measures and repressions. We say that the aim 
of the rovolution is to unitedly solvo social problems. 

That there should bo no stopping until tho misories 
of capitalism are abolished and until anti-iopb^ialist 
policies arc carriod out through socialism. 

Wo believe that tho National Front otoppod the 
junta that planned to replaco BATISTA and put thonsolves 
at the hoad of tho peasants, students, Negroes, otc, 
j The rebel army (FIDEL*s) was an important force. Wo 
encouraged evoryono to stay in thore who wantod to fight. 
Unity with the rebol army was the guarantee that the 
counter-revolution cannot got in. 

Wo have no written pacts but because all aro. 
integrated in tho rebol army and because tho revolutionary 
government is carrying through tho demands of the masses 
no othor guarantees aro noccssary. 

After tho power of tho revolutionary government 
was more established, wo bolioved that now forms of unity 
wore necessary to defend tho rovolution and tho government. 
Sono comrades did not understand this. Thoy lived in tho 
past, They thought of continuing tho fight like in the 
past. They did not understand tho need to attract workers 
and peasants and 3oction3 of the national bourgeoisio undor 
FIDEL CASTRO. But we can say that all tho conscious 
revolutionary olenonto are unitod. Wo can Day tho same 
oxisto in tho CTC. Also that tho peasants aro uniting 
land thore is coordination between them and tho Institute 
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I for Agrarian Refora (INRA). That farming cooperatives aro 
developing and growing; that the National Uilitia is 
growing and training. That daily problems aro being 
solved. But the great need in solving all other probloms 
[ is unity. 


The socialist youth is uniting. There is unity 
between the studonts and the young rebels. The integration 
of tho Negro is proceeding. All of those developments 
| guarantee the Advance of the revolution. But unity is tho 
watchword. 

Thoro is a chango in the quality of tho Cuban 
* revolution. This came about because FIDEL trained his 
people to get the support of tho masses. That this was 
not a more coup. That in tho armed struggle FIDEL- and 
his group wore only tho initiators but the masses must 
carry on. Tho revolution depends upon and is based upon 
classes that have been oppressed in ono form or another 
and who aro against imperialism. 

At. the beginning of tho revolution, the aass 
movement was not yet ripe or conscious of its aims. Sono 
things could not be done on a national scale because of 
unequal development. Some thought that all tasks of the 
revolution could be accomplished all at once. In some 
parts of the country (by way of comment, the following is 
a minimizing of previous self criticism to some extent) 

| tho masses could help by capturing a radio station, 

I destroying or taking a bridge, etc. 

The Cuban revolution was a strategic triumph 
I and began to change its quality . The conscious small 
groups sot into motion masses of people. Up to tho time of 
the landings the Orthodox Party had the greatest influence 
in Cuba. But the revolution, as it developed, created 
a crisis in this Party. The influence of this Party was 
an obstacle to the revolution. This Orthodox Party also 
■ practiced anti-Communism. We should remember that even 
I FIDEL was at one time in tho Orthodox Party. 
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I Tho July 26th Movement Is a new movement and 

a hew group. Its leaders are not afraid of Washington. 

Its leadership saw the need for social and economic 
transformation. This is the group that landed tho 
expedition and it has groat merit because it inspirod 
the pobplo. This movement gavo practical leadership 
to the people to mobilize a united populace in the city 
and in the field until the tyranny was defeated, 

FIDEL is one of. the original organizers of this 

/July 26th Movement. He had a correct sense to get the 
guerrillas going and to get the rebel army organized. 

His revolutionary instinct told him who wore tho friends 
of tho revolution - what classos would support it. Ho 
is) not afraid of tho threats of the imperialists.Despite 
his own class origin, he merges with the massos of the 
peoples., 

There are fivo characteristics of tho Cuban 
Revolution. 

I 1) Tho_x.obol.jirmyijdofoated Tyr anny . This was 

mado possible because the army was reinforced by the people.. 
The people destroyed the possibility for compromise with 
reaction and impdrialisai In^.Havana, this mado victory 
possible without tho firing of a shot* Not a single 
person was killed in Havana. This made possiblo the 
creation of a new armed force from the very beginning because 
the armed struggle was the principal moans, through the 
guerrillas, of overthrowing the. tyranny. It showed -that 
this typo of armed struggle, backed by the peoplo, can 
defoat tho trained and hotter araod troops of the Yankees. 
This, of course, is based on tho fact that such a guerrilla 
force, or new army, has the support of the peasants * workers 
and the Majority of the people. 

| 2) Tho .C uban Rev olution was no t limi ted to_a_changG 

of pe rs onalities in G ovornmeniTr It smashed the old regime 
and got rid of all the individuals of this roglmo and their 
supporters, Tho polico apparatus was smashed and changed. 

The army was cither smashed or fled.- 
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Congress was dissolved. The provincial apparatus 
of the government was also dissolved. All thoso parties 
who helped BATISTA either fled or were outlawed. All 
repressive organs wore outlawed and smashed. Some 
individuals wore judged, imprisoned or shot. Tho United 
States Missions, particularly tho armed services and tho 
police, were sent out of tho country. All tho foroign 
spies, particularly the Yankoos, wero ousted from the 
I country. All anti-Communiot laws wore dissolved and 
declared null and void. 

In the trade union movement, thoso individuals 
who did not rob tho people or woro not with BATISTA, were 
all right, Othors were ou 3 tod or fled. Now tribunals wero 
sot up while the old judiciary powers wero limited. Now 
institutions wero established. Now security forces woro 
i set up. INRA was set up and the agrarian roforn was 
I announcod aqd is being carried through, 

. Tho National Bank regulates imports and exports 

I of currency. Only the parties which support tho revolution 
function oponly and legally. Tho big estates of tho 
Latifundia were confiscated. 

Thcso measures opened tho road to revolutionary 

( change. Now wc are searching still for more adequate 
forms to advance tho revolution. A dew Cuban stato is 
being organized to guarantee the realization of tho Cuban 
revolution. 


3) Tho rogimo which was submissive to th o Unit ed 
Stat es imperialism wasjdestroyed and a new one set up. 

This did away with~£’ho 3 emI-coI 6 hIaI~status of Cuba'; New 
classes are in power in tho city and in the country side. 
Thi 3 is a pov/or which represents the alliance between 
workers, peasants, the potty and tho national bourgeoisie. 

The national bourgeoisie could bo a capitalist 
bourgeoisie if it is patriotic and does not submit to Yankee 
imperialism, oxtreno exploitation and excessive prpfits and 
supports tho indopendonce of Cuba. 
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/ 4) Tho Cuban, xovolution pxorts. .a powerful influence 

* n $^9- sphorcaL of United J3.ta.tqs imperialism, particularly 
in_Latin.^aoricu*. Tho task is to dofoat imperialism in ordor 
to carry through tho social and econonic reforms of tho 
rovolution. The aim is to achiove economic indopondonco for 
Cuba; to subordinate tho United States monopolies to tho 
Cuban will for tho national development and advance of the 
rovolution. This regime, thoroforo, refused a United States 
proposal for now military missions. Without oxorcieing 
national indopondonco, tho rovolution cannot bo carried 
through. Thorc is no Conciliation with imperialism, Tho 
Cuban revolution not only defeated tho tyranny of BATISTA 
but also United States or Yankco imperialism. 

Tho Cuban rovolution has groat significance for 
I tho rest of Latin America. Vo nay bo woak militarily - 
; C°ography may bo anrainst us; we may havo to livo with 
iaporlajLioni but all tho samo wo are against it. 

This proves that tho opportunists who proachod 
submission wore wrong. A small country liko Cuba with 
only six million people under tho guns of United States im¬ 
perialism - at ono tino a virtual colony of Yankco monopoly - 
was ablo to dofoat North American imperialism. 

This now regino has now established relations 
t with tho socialist countrios, V/o do not accept '^geographic 
I iatalisa’*.

■ imperialism whv cannot other countries like Argentina, 
brazil. Chilo, Columbia, etc.' 

1 5) Our rovolution took placo in a new epoch ; 
at a tine when tho socialist system exerts influonco on 
world ovont3. It is because of tho help of tho Soviet 
Union that we aro ablo to hold on to tho revolutionary 
gains. Tho help of tho socialist countries, togothor with 
tho leadership of FIDEL, guarantee our victory. Voncoremo 3 ! 

United States inporialion is gathering and 
organizing gangsters and criminals for an assault against 
us. Thoy now charge we aro Communists (tho Cuban regime). 
Thoroforo, Cuba noods to bo destroyed, Tho people do not 
know tho entiro truth about Communism although thoy 
aro beginning to learn. But this campaign of tho imperialists 
will fail.

Some Trotskyists are becoming active. They have 
been silent for the last 30 years and wore very quit during 
the tyranny. But United States imperialism needs new 
agents and tho. Trotskyists are available. The anarchal» 
•syndicalists are underground and have been so all tho time. 
Before thoy never worked against the tyranny or against 
the imperialists. All of a suddon they appear although 
thoy have been dead for 30 years. Thoy are anti-Soviet and 
they servo imperialism and counter revolution from positions 
of tho Loft, You cannot defend counter revolution or 
imperialism in Latin America either from tho Right or tho Left. 

Thon there are some social democrats who claim 
they are for the Cuban revolution but actually thoy aro 
trying to defeat it. This coalition has been libkrid and 
will stay dead. 
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t Tho forcos and friends of tho Cuban revolution 

( arc growing strongor. Tho peoples revolution is sustained 
by all tho working people, peasants and national bourgeoisie 
(who sometimes vacillate). Wo therefore, must 3 ay that 
tho working class is tho fundamental class and has nado 
tho nost sacrifices to advance the revolution. Thoy do not 
push for wago increases, thoroforo, thoy help to keep down 
inflation. Tho workers arb conscious for industrialisation. 
They contribute each week nany hours of froo labor as woll 
as tho tax (4%) and they ovon work for reduced pay, 

Tho workers work to carry through the agrarian 
roforns and through the agrarian roforn 3 tho unity of tho 
workers and peasants is growing. Thin is tho guarantoo 
of tho revolution* The workers and peasants nako up tho 
,corps or tho sentinel or guard of tho revolution, Tho 
workors aro tho first vanguard. Tho poor and middle 
j peasants and agricultural workers havo received tho benofito 
iof the agrarian reforas. 

Tbo urban bourgooisio expectod more from tho 
revolution. They expected that tho revolution would bo 
in lino with Unitod States expectations. Yet while this 
urban bourgeoisie vacillates, it is joining with tho 
workers, especially is this true of tho cnaller bourgeoisie, 
in anti-imperialist unity, 

i Tho counter revolutionists cannot do very nuch 

/with tho internal forces. But thoy do havo tho support 
t o± United Statos inpcrialisa. Wo can say that Cuba has 
• tho support of tho najority of tbo peoples of Latin Aaorica, 
rof Asia and of tho socialist world. Cuba ha3 bccono an 
'example for all of Latin America, Latin Anorican countries 
want tho Giban way out of their presont, torriblo economic 
situation. Wo can thoroforo say that the solidarity of tho 
peoples is gaining and growing south of tbo Bio Grande, 

In this sympathy, we nust include our friends in Puerto 
Rico, Jamaica,; and other colonics of Unitod Statos imperialism. 
In Mexico, too, thoro is a growing peoples movement for Cuba. 

In Argentina, Brazil, as woll as Uruguay, thoro is a growing 
sympathy for the Cuban revolution. In all of Latin America, 
i Ecuador, Bolivia and other countries, tho movements for tho 
, support of Cuba kcop growing. We can say that thoir 
governments do not spoak for tho people. All tho countries 
in tho Western Homisphoro suffor from United States 
I imperialist oppression. Even Canada, as a junior partner, 
is really dominated by United States capital. 
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' Our sympathies are with Panama too* Cut hero 

wo want to say somothing, That wo nako a distinction 
botwoon tho pooplos of Worth Anorica and thoir monopolist 
Koar ly 20 million Hogroos In tho United States 
suffor oppression and diacrinination and in come instancos 
thoy are worso off than somo of tho peoples of Latin 
| Anorica. United States inporialisn is very cruel and 
oppresses its Negroes worse than Wegroo 3 aro oppressed in 
cono other countries. Cut among tho pcoplos of the United 
Staton there is somo sympathy for Cuba. The progressive 
forces in that country aro teaching tho people of tho 
United 3tatoo to holp Cuba and aro informing tho pooplo 
of tho dangors of a nucloar conflict that might result 
/** tbo Suited States becomes involvod in a war. The 
I Cuban revolution is not against tho American people; it is 
only against the trusts* 

1 Our revolution is not anti-Amorican; only anti- 

iraporialist. Wo want to live in peaco and as good neighbors 
but a 3 equals and without intervention, 

Tho African-Asian countries* solidarity is of 
great importance because they aro fighting against tho 
same enemy - imperialism. The United States has refused 
us arms for defense. Tho Soviot Union soils us anything 
wo want to buy. Oil is tho best example. If not for this 
fact wo would not have boaton tho economic aggression of 
tho United Statos* 

Tho reduction of tho sugar quota by tho United 
States warn aimed to paralyzo Cuba financially. Cut boro 
again United States economic aggression was frustrated * 
thank3 to the solidarity of tho Soviot Union and the entire 
3ocialiat camp.

Tho Peoples Republic of China has already signed a five year

/Tho Soviet Union saved our pcoplo, saved Cuba and porhaps 
favoidod a bloody war. Tho statonent of IJIKITA KHRUSHCHEV 
that Soviot rockets would bo aimed at aggressors who would 
attack our country savod Cuba* Cuba is gratoful to tho 
i socialist countrios and other peoples of tho world who would 
'holp to stop United States aggressive plans.

The Cuban revolution has foreign enemies but tho 
I United States is tho chief adversary s tho greatest and mo3t 
I dangerous of tho imperialist powers. Our most important 
task is tho fight for poacoful co-oxistonco, against tho 
colonialists and for peace. Imperialist aggression is 
popsiblo. The United States is pushing for it. Cut Cuban 
indopondenco is a contribution toward poacc, At tho sano 
tiao tho Cuban strugglo for indopondenco weakens imperialism 
and nakee poacoful co-oxistonco roaifsablo. 

Tbo strengthening of tho socialist world wcakons 
imperialism, Tho Soviet Union will bo tho first to roach 
Communism. It is a powerful country and is loading in tho 
fioldG of science and culture. It is porfccting its 
democracy. It pursues a policy of poaco and strengthens 
tho camp of socialism. Tho sano can bo said of China 
fundor tho leadership of tho CP of China and Comrado LIAO. 


China has mado groat strides during the last 
1 10 yoaro. China is a big factor in world affairs. China 
. illuatratos what socialism can do to transform a backward 
country. Czechoslovakia, tho Gorman Democratic Ropublic, 
Poland, Eungary, Rumania and other countrios of tho socialist 
camp aro making big strides forward. Tbo Soviet Union, 

China and tho rest of tho socialist world aro only ono third 
of tho world, tut will soon produco one half of tbo world 
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production. 

Imperialism is loosing its grip in many continents, 
particularly in Asia and Africa, If wo study United States 
foroign policy in detail wo will note that it is aggressive 
and war liko. The hundreds of American bases in difforent 
countries are not for the dofenso of tho United States but 
for offensive action. United Statos imperialism occupies 
Panama and maintains poworful military bases there. It 
does the came in Puerto Eico and is despoiling the country. 

Tho United Statos retention of Guantanamo Base 
i is harmful to Cuba. The United States pays loss in rent 
for this baso than ono would pay for office rent in Now 
^York City, Perhaps this base wa 3 once heeded for tho 
(protection of the Panama Canal but how Guantanamo is 
aimed at Chiba and- other South American countries. World 
/peace domahds an end to Unitod States based, in Latin 
America, withdrawal from these bases and from tho bises 
in the rest of the world. 


Concerning the International situation, the 
socialist couhtrios aro the biggest factor for poaco, 

Cuba survived despite the sabotage of the United States 
but only becauso it was helped by the socialist countries. 
Cuba is no longer a sorvont of tho Unitod States in the 
| United Nations. Cuba will follow a policy of peaceful 
co-bxistence, equal relations with all states and non¬ 
intervention in other countries. 

Cuba is also against economic aggression. When 
tho United States fights against tho independence of our 
nation, it endangers 1 peaco. We must fight fpr poaco, for 
an end to aggression, for disarmament, for more solidarity 
with countrios that fight for independence such as Guatemala, 
Honduras* the West Indies, Puorto Rico, the Congo, etc. 

We aro sure that we would defeat North American 
imperialists if they invade our country. All tho peoplo 
in the world would help us fight* This would bo a 
contribution to world peace. 

Our revolution is developing at an accelerated 
pace. We have nationalized tho olectric company, tho 
telephone company and other big, imperialist, monopoly 
interests. 
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In independent Cuba, there is ho room for those who 
fail to declare for the revolution. These are traitors who 
servo United 3tates imperialism. Host often they are guided 
by class attitudes. They prefor imperialism to thoir 
fatherland but there is no intornal force, that can stop the 
revolution in Cuba. 

The countor revolutionaries are now trying to 
| utilize the Catholic Church. United States is guiding tho 
church. Witness the speech of Cardinal SPELLMAN in Munich 
and the most vicious attack against Cuba. 

The KENNEDY candidacy in tho United States is an 
effort to link up with tho Catholic Church against the 
revolution. Tho United Statos, through FRANCO and Spain, 
is using Spanish priests in our country. They want to 
convert tho churches into centors of countor revolution. 

They want to use Catholic schools and Catholic youth os 
Centers against tho revolution. Tho Catholics, in the 
majority, are for the revolution. Some others are agents 
of United States imperialism. Wo are appealing to tho loyal 
Catholics to work together and life has shown that this is 
possible in our country. 

Tho sessions of August 16, 1960 concluded at this 
time. BLA3 ROCA continued hi^xoport at the session of 
August 17 1 1960 with SEVEROJ^lGUIR RE as the chairman.

> Tho nationalization of power utilities, the 

telephone company, and oil refineries is a big blow to 
the United Statos imperialists but at tho same timo a 
guarantee for our economic independence. Tho electric 
power company was a big. monopoly and an obstacle to 
economic development; Thoy would drain riches from Cuba 
and send them to the United States. 

Nationalization makos it possible for us to givo 
cheaper electricity, cut costs, increase industrialization 
and use the profits for the growth of tho Cuban company. 

Tho tolephono was also an oxclusivo monopoly. We aro 
improving and expanding sorvicc and soiling this service 
for less and the profits go to Cuba. We intervened for a 
timo, in the oil refinery industry but thoso refinories 
continued to be tho proporty of tho United States monopolies. 
Now these refineries are tho proporty of tho state. 
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Tho sugar monopolies controlled 37% of tho produc¬ 
tion, employing 3,16,000 workers, Thoy used to mako at least 
30 million dollars in not profit each year. It went to tho 
United States monopolies. Tho currency went to tho Unitod 
States. Now 50% of tho sugar production is in the hands of 
tho stato. One half of tho sugar production or 52% is now 
milled by cpofcerativoc. 

The 6th of August will go down in history as a groat 
day for Cuba. This was the day of nationalization. This 
was the day whon we gave our answer to Unitod States 
economic aggression. This was tho day when we took ovor 
600 million dollars in proporty,. There aro other figures 
in regard to mines, motal smelting, civil aviation, tobacco> 
iradio, television, as well as magazines. Host of tho 
I transportation is now in the hands of the state and so is 
'most of the commerce,. 

Now wo need good planning for distribution. 
Industrial and gonoral plans are in the making to advance 
our general economy . Planning will accelorato hll our 
national economy. Partial plans are already boing carried 
through. In I960 and in 1961, some new factories will 
opon up and produce goods or articles that wore formorly 
Imported from abroad; just to cite a fow - olectric bulbs, 
sewing machines, etc. Soon wo are going to produce iron and 
steel and textiles and increase our shoe production. 

We do have a problem because of a lack of skilled 
I technicians and revolutionary zeal. The socialist countries 
[will give us some urgent help in this sphoro. But we will 
have to accelerate nationally to train Cuban technicians* 

, The young should start, The PSP should work on this as an 
(urgent task. 

We refute, the argument that private enterprise 
and liberty go together. We can show tho contrast between 
exploitation by the monopolies, the former poverty of tho 
peasants, their position in society that wont hand in hand 
with totalitarianism. So wo had private enterprise and 
totalitarianism. Wo can show a good contrast in our favor. 
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Private ontorpriso still plays a rolo in our 
economy. Wo should oncourago it bocauoo this part of tho 
economy is needed to add to tho volume of our production. 

Since commerce and the banks are controlled, private 
enterprise can continue and holp us to dovelop tho oconony 
of the nation. We should remonber that while there should 
bo control on privato economy, thero is need for a profit, 
Howovor, profits should be limited, Tiioro aro already 
laws, chiefly of taxation, which control or limit the 
profits. Wo nood more controls so that if there id 
excessivo profit it could go to tho govornnont to bo used 
for tho expansion of tho national ocoaomy and for cultural 
development. 

Some nistako3 were nado in the intorvoning of some 
establishments. Some intervention may bo necessary, for 
oxamplo, when tho workers are oppressed or tho management 
is reactionary or sabotages. But done of tho small enter¬ 
prises should ho loft alono and it night havb boon bottor 
if some bad beon loft alono in tho past without intervention. 

Intervention in the big plants is different. 

Such intervention generally loads to nationalisation and 
is necessary. Cut just to intorvono and to irritato tho 
national bourgeoisie is no good. They should bo with tho 
rovolution. Intervention should bo used only whoro thoro 
is no other way or whon ttoco who run cortain plants aro 
impoding the dovolopmont of tho economy, 

Somo trado unions asked for intorvontion during 
the early days of our rovolution. Now I think that too 
many aro asking the government to intorvono - oven in 
national proporty. Some unions arb asking for a division 
of tho profits - a sharing of tho profits. That would not 
holp tho oconony. What wo neod instead aro councils of 
workers so that thoy can participate in administration. We 
also need trado unions to watch thb carrying out of tho 
contracts. But wo must also try to avoid conflicts that 
would injure tho revolution, 

Tho proporty expropriated from tho imperialists 
i noods to bo watched and improved. Tho trado unions have a 
role of discipline to play and have a conscious responsibility. 
Thoy should fight against waste of materials, for economy 
in general and against absenteeism* 
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Bevolutionarios, particularly our people, have a 
great responsibility for tho development of the economy. 

Party leaders must now bo more than propagandists. Thoy 
should know how to drive tractors, run machinery, bo 
administrators, etc. 

Cuba is broadening its economic and foreign relations. 
United States monopoly has been brokon. Tho relations with 
the socialist countries prevented tho suppression of Cuba, 
saved our independence, strengthened Cuba and saved it 
economically and politically. 

Wo also defeated tho economic aggression of the 
United States. Without tho help of tho Soviet Union, 

Cuba v/ould have been in a desperate situation. The oil 
and machinery wo received and tho buying of sugar after 
the quota was cut aro examples of this. One and one half 
J million tons of sugar is the minimum figure for that 
| bought by the Soviot Union and China. One fourth of all 
sugar produced by Cuba is now purchased by these two 
| countries and this will increase. 

Sugar prices in the United States are going up. 

This will raise tho price on tho world market and will give 
Cuba an advantage. Wo gave tho United States four million 
dollars more for tho oil we bought than we paid whoa wo 
bought oil from others. This is a bigger saving than tho 
sugar quota bonus which the United States paid us for tho 
,benefit of its own growers rather than to do us a favor. 

Wo are getting rice from China at 4$ cheaper per (unit 
not known), Wo will save millions of dollars by buying 
rice from China. 

Wo are going to got trucks, tractors and other 
items much cheaper. Wo will also sell our goods and 
diversify our economy. We will rocoivo entire factorioo 
from tho Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia. Wo are being 
given credit. The interest rate is only 2j%. This will 
savo us millions. Who ever gavo Cuba such terras before? 

We are also able to trade or bartor in goods which we 
need or havo a surplus of. Tho United Statoo interest 
| rates wore between 6j% and 7% in the past, Actually 
these wore not loans, they wore really mortgages hold by 
tho United States. What did they help us build? A few 
roads for tourists. They humiliated us and compelled us to 
pass laws to protoct their investments. Tho holp and 
credits we got from tho Soviot Union and China aro different. 
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Tho plants will be ours. The profits will bo ours, too. 

Wo will produce what we need with our own technicians. 

Cuba’s relations with tho socialist countrios 
will hurt no one but will help Cuba; Tho traitors who say 
differently are lying.

The 0A3 meeting 
was sot for^A the sarao. day as the opening of our Congress, 

nationalization in Cuba has found echoes in all 
othor Latin American countries but tho imperialists are 
trying to mobilize thoir stooges such as FIGOERES (Costa 
Rica), 30M0ZA (Nicaragua) and other saboteurs, But we must 
defend tho revolution and deepen tho consciousness of the 
people. Above all, wo must dovolop more Party consciousness. 
Wo have to give lifo to. slogans such as Cuba Si, Yankee No! 
Vencercmos, otc. 

Narxism-Leninism is a guarantee against all 
deviations, right, left or ultra left or simple inexperience. 

I Uarxism-Loninism will guldens to victory. Wo must multiply 
our schools and educational institutions. The revolution 
requires this. Wo must moot all attacks from all quarters, 
the revisionists, tho churches, tho Trotskyists, etc. 

Revolutionary propaganda must bo organized. We 
must answer all questions. We must meet all attacks no 
matter under what flag thoso things are raised. Wo need 
more discipline. Wo need to add to tho militia; Wo nood 
to teach them how io uco arms more effectively and ho.w to 
mobilizo more quickly. All Party raembors, tho youth f men

But we must also avoid antagonizing people. Wo ahould give 
private industry a chance, ovon if in a limited way. Wo 
need a now corps of diplomats. They must come from tho 
pooplo, the workers and revolutionaries. We neod noro 
firm people in those institutions. Tho development and 
defense of tho revolution requires now methods of justice 
(Cuba has no legal codo at the present time). 

More solidarity is needed with Latin American 
countries, tho socialist countries and all countries that 
aro for peace. We noed managers, technicians, administrators, 
otc. We have to raiso our ability to train people. We 
I must find pooplo that have ability and a revolutionary 
I spirit. Wo noed the organization of tho Party, tho July
